I regret that the fin# statements ux what American* 4.4 a ho aid be able to expeot 
Of gove rn m en t, Ilka thg words of Mr. Justice Braiideis ou appearances, are not the 
pteotiaa X anoounter. oar Nr. Uuatal son's latter dated tha 17th and what it raj^ 
resent* again nakaa ms think thla way. 

On October 3 X nudged you about your continued classification and wi Upholding 
of what vaa within the publio domain, a 3 aarliur I li*d reminded Justice. On tha 
16th your ooonasl in Mo. 7B-1791 phoned my counaal to inform him that tha executive 
aaaalona of tha Wamm Comlaaion of January 11 and J one 23, 1964 were going to ba 
ralaaaad to me. Remarkably enough the day yuur brlui was due. I I asked my oounaal to 
obtain assurances that ay reoelvlng tiu* copied would not ba da lay ad until after there 
vaa atlll anothar offic i al adventure in new a management with thaaa transcripts. Whan 
ha vaa not glean ouch aasuranoes by Department of Justice or UbA counsel I had to 
■aka a apodal trip to Waahlugton to obtain copies and to give then to tha press, 
with rolavant records and making mywslf available for uny information da-drad. 

Tha I received the briaf on your behalf and attaohad letter*, all stating that 
I would raodlva thaaa tranaoripta promptly. It now turns out that if I had not guns 
to tha extra trouble and coat of th* trip to Washington your adventure in news mansgrt 
aant might wall have oows to paaa because tl*os«» transcript* I van to have received 
l ame d l a t ely did net reach me until now, with the letter of tiw 17 th. 

Maybe it did taka a week for overnight wall which had only 50 ml lea to go. Or 
maybe you vex* going to anage in oom* of the propaganda I recall of the past, but 
would it mot have looked batter, whatever th* truth may be, if you had observed tha 
normal st and a r ds of scholarship and of oommon decency and permitted cu> tbs first 
use of what you have withhold from me for a decade and what for three years 1 have 
suing yen, at soma coat, to obtain? oiapeuialiy whan thlu first use was publio* 
aarvios use, just giving tha records away, at my coat? 

X had also written you asking that as a supposed expert on olaasifloation you 
personally examine thaaa trauaoripta to satisfy yourself that olaasifloation was 
Justified. You never responded. Mow 1 have read the trauaoripta. They oonflxm what 
1 knew - that there never was justification or legitimate need to olosalfy or 
withhold, (i knew because ana of the Cl a people involved in tbs improper withheld 
for ulterior purposes had blabbed to a/reporter.) 

Tha unolassiflable oeiv tenia of the records you classified and withheld are 
a perfect example of the kind ef information Congress Intended not be withheld, 
a o lassie example of the kind ef information about what their government la doing 
that the people have a right to know, lou withheld thoao records only because they 
are embarras sin g to the CIA and the personages Involved and because they disclose the 
C a rnal sal sa was a bit leas than the people had a right to expeet it to be. 

Mr. Gustafson's letter is not responsive, tb reioru I wilts you again. I asked 
tQT what legal right the CSA— family agreement was violated for Immediate political 
sad propaganda purpose. Mr. Gustafson says that Burke Marshall authorised it. This 
la mot responsive. Tha lettar agreement has meaning or it has no meaning. It la 
a bi ded by in all dreuaatanoea or it is null and vuid. You denied me copies of 
pictures under this letter agreement and made false promises to a court relating 
to am alleged requirement that you withhold them. Mo- they have been on coast- to- 
aoaat TV and you do not respond to my inquiries ox* to my request for prints. X 
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blnoerely.
